WATERLOO (CUP)-The staff 
• of the Free Chevron, occupying 
the offices of the Waterloo 
University student newspaper 
shut down by* the students' 
union, four months ago, have 
been served an éviction notice, 
but many arc still occupying the 
office. 

An injunction on behalf of the 
Waterloo Federation of Stu- 
dents was served by the 
sheriff's office Feb. 7, "against 
a number. of people," some of 
whom have complied with the 
order and left, according to 
Acting Federation President 
Dave M c Le 1 1 an. 

But a number of Free Chevron 
staff, Including Editor Larry 
. Hannant and Production Man- 
" ager Neil Dogherty were still In 
the news office, McLellan said 
Tuesday. 

Editor Henry Hess, who along 
with Dogherty saw his position 
terminated when the paper, the 
Chevron, was shut down last 
year, has apparently left and 
found work elsewhere, accord- 
ing, to Federation sources. 

The Federation threatened to 
seek a court injunction last 
month following a campus ref- 
erendum in which students

After the' referendum, the 
paper cited irregularities in the 
balloting procedures and pro- 
duced a lawyer's opinion that 
the referendum results were not 
legally binding on the Federa- 
tion, which the Federation has 
claimed are binding. 

McLellan said the Federation 
is seeking the Free Chevron 
staff's ousting because the 
Federation "needs the (office) 
space" to produce their own 
paper, which they call "The Real 
Chevron." 

If the Chevron staff remaining 
do not leave they ara liable for 
contempt-of-court charges, ac- 
cording to Real Chevron editor 
Bruce Burton. McLellan said 
these charges are pending the 
Federation lodging a complaint, 
"and I suppose we will.' 

He said the Federation would 
seek further action "as soon as 
possible." 

As for Free Chevron charges 
that the Federation possibly 
stuffed ballot boxes in the case 
of Waterloo co-op (off-campus) 
students, McLellan's comment 
was, "These are real bullshit."

Modern cities: 

the trashcans of society

Speaking at McGill yesterday 
on "The Literary City", Pr. Rich- 
ard Lehan, English professorat 
the University of California at 
Los Angeles (UCLA), described 
the city in 19th and 20th century 
literature as a place where 
promises turn to waste. 

"I don't really find that the 
literary imagination allows the 
people In the city much hope," 
determined Dr. Lehan in an 
English Department lecture. 

He defined the paradigm of 
the Literary City as having three 
major aspects: the city in 
terms of money, which had 
replaced the medieval church, 
in terms of industrial power and 
as the creator of a state of 



mind. 

Dealing with the aspect of 
money as the focus of the city, 
Dr. Lehan referred to F. Scott 
Fitzgerald's "The Wasteland" In 
which money is associated 
with death and the decay of the 
city. Technology in the Literary 
City produced portrayals of the 
city as in William Carlos 
Williams' poem "Paterson" 
•about, as Dr. Lehan put it, "one 
of the most depressing cities in 
the world." . 

Dr. Lehan explained five 
ways in which the city is a state 
of mind. "It is a lure to people 
in the country with dreams with 
wealth and happiness,", he 
stated, and a trap in the 
dissipation of those promises. 



"Also, Lehan continued, it 
"turns people into functionar- 
ies", as in "The Wasteland" in 
which love is described as "an 
extension of the machine." 

Lehan went on to say that the 
city in literature became a 
symbol for the break-up of the 
family, artificial commodity 
relationships, and a confused 
maze. 

Dr. Lehan used the works of 
Theodore Dreiser to Illustrate 
his paradigm of the Literary 
City. In Sister Carrie, Lehan 1 
explained, "the city consumes 
the people within it." He also 
emphasized that money estab- 
lished the relationships be- 
tween people in Dreiser's works.

When Statistics Canada revealed that 889,000 Canadians 
were unemployed during the month of January, NDP and PC 
members proclaimed an "economic crisis," as If there hasn't 
been one since 1974. Ed Broadbent claims that this number 
falls 450,000 short of the true figure; In any event, It Is the 
highest monthly unemployment total recorded In recent 
Canadian history. 

Bread _ 

Even if the flour mill workers' strike continues fora while, 
which seems likely, bread for the masses should be 
available. The employers— Phoenix Mills, Maple Leaf Mills, 
Ogilvle Mills and Robin Hood Multlfoods— do not subscribe 
to the new "Buy Québec" policy of M. Landry, so they'll get 
their flour from Ontario. If you go to Steinberg's and can't 
find your favourite white bread (not very nutritional anyway), 
don't vent your anger on mentally-deficient hoarders and the 
Anti-Inflation Board, which disallowed wage increases 
provided for in the contract signed by both the upions and 
the employers. This is a strike by proxy against the 
government. The big question is whether or not the 
employers will pressure the AIB to rescind its decision; so 
far only Phenlx Mills has done so. 

No Unity 

In a recent speech at Dalhousle University, Federal Labour 



Minister John Munro said that "Canada would be better off if 
we had a trade union movement as strong as the trade union 
movement of such countries as Great Britain, West Germany 
and Israel." In other words, the CLC should have enough 
control over Its member unions to prevent Canada from 
leading the world In man-days (sic) lost due to strikes, as it 
did last year. 

Such unity, however, Is not to be found in Canada. First, 
two-thirds of organized Canadian workers belong to 

! American-based "international" unions. Thus, large indust- 
rial unions have a north-south instead of an east-west 
orientation. Second, the labour situation In Alberta (4 per 
cent unemployment) has (ittle.to do with that of New 
Brunswick (14 percent unemployment). And of course there 
is Québec, where CLC influence Is minimal. In Canada, at 
least in the near future, there will not be the type of labour 
unity' that John Munro wants. 

No Change 

The AFL-CIO establishment can breathe easier: early 
returns In the Steelworkers' election show "official" 
candidate Lloyd McBride leading, reform candidate Ed 
Sadlowskl. The current entente between employer and union 
will continue, since McBride endorses the no-strike contract 
engineered by outgoing president I.W. Abel. Ontarlan Lynn 
Williams#and Québécois Gérard Docquier, both McBride 
supporters, appear to have won the positions of secretary 
and Canadian director, respectively. 

No Controls 

The United States has a new Secretary of Labour. His name 
is F. Ray Marshall, and this is what he thinks of 
wage-and-pricé controls: "I don't think much of them. It 
seems to me they haven't worked anywhere In the world."

Bus fare Increase 

Users of Métropolitain Provincial busses will be obliged to 
pay a 15% fare increase when busses resume service this 
Friday. According to Le Devoir, the increase Is not a 
consequence of the strike that has stretched on since July 
1976. Métropolitain asked for the increase before the strike 
began. '• ; 
Democracy needs funding, too 
Despite serious Internal problems, the MCM launched its 
annual financial and recruitment campaigns Sunday. The 
campaigns, which will continue until the end of February, 
are targetted to amass $75,000 and 2500 new members. The 
party underlines the fact that the next municipal elections 
are but a year away and that the Interests of Montrealers 
must be defended against the Civic Party "steam-roller". 
800-coll campaign promise 
There is more than meets the eye with regards to plans -put 
force by the federal government to build an 800-cell prison 
complex near Mirabel Airport. According to Patricia Hanigan 
of the Civil Liberties Union Prisoner's Rights Committee, 
"The wastage of funds is not aimed at. improving 
the lot of prisoners; rather, it Is for political and electoral 
ends". 

Hanigan believes that a new prison is not needed. "We 
should bear In mind that in 1976 there were 53 penitentiary 
institutions throughout Canada housing no more than 9000 
convicts — hardly a housing shortage.". 

Another committee official, Jean-Claude Bernhelm, said 
the prison project is designed to give the impression that 
Ottawa is striving to alleviate the 10% unemployment rate in 
this province. "This is a political question, this notion of 
plowing federal money into Québec. To get votes you have to 
lower unemployment, and you lower unemployment anyway 
you can." 



The committee also denounced the site because it Is close 
to an Indusmin Ltd. silica mine,' as well as being near the 
airport. "The prisoners will have to endure noise pollution 
from the planes and air pollution from the mine", said 
Hanigan. ' 

Green Spaces 

The City of Montreal will spend $100,000 to create 10.5 
acres ot green spaces along the Lachlne Canal because the 
federal government is stalling on its commitment to 
refurbish the waterway. According to Yvon Lamarre, 
executive committee vice-chairperson, the federal govern- 
ment raised false hopes in 1974 when Minister of Transport 
Jean Marchand promised that the entire canal area would be 
cleaned In five years. Since that time, work has been 
limited. to bulldozing and landscaping some of the more 
unsightly areas. 

The 8.7 mile waterway was partly filled and left to decay 
when the St. Lawrence Seaway opened In 1959. Federal 
oroarams are to to convert the canal banks Into a park as part 
of a plan to clean the southwest sector of Montreal. 1 
Idle Village to age alone 
Despite recent suggestions that the Olympic Village be 
converted into a senior citizens residence, the $87 million 
complex will likely not go to the aged because construction 
oddities render it impractical for use as an apartment 
building. Access .to units are by public walkways 
surrounding each floor, which would reduce privacy. 

The Olympic Installations Board, headed by Minister of 
Sports Claude Charron, estimates that it would cost about 
$11 million to modify the building for use as an apartment. 

The village is presently closed and a final decision on its 
fate will be made on February 15. Thé village's maintenance 
costs are $75,000 per day. 

Le Jour 

Le Jour, the new self-proclaimed Indépendentlst and 
social democrat weekly newsmagazine, appeared on Québec 
news stands for the first time last Friday. The ex-daily 
newspaper shut down operations last August as a result of 
. Internal labour conflicts and financial difficulties. Le Jour 
. hebdomadaire national will appear every Friday. 

Lévesque accident 
The latest report on the René Lévesque accident which 
occurred Sunday morning at 4:15 am is that the victim, 
Edgar Trottier, did not die of natural causes, but as a result 
of a fractured skull and broken neck. Yesterday, coroner 
Maurice Lanlel said that it was not necessarily Lévesque's 
car that killed Trottier. 

George Wilson; the sole witness, told police that when he 
saw the body in the middle of the road he stopped his car to j 
flag down oncoming cars. Lévesque, who was driving home 
after an evening with friends, swerved to the left to avold| 
Wilson and his car struck the body. The coroner said further 
Inquiries will be made to decide whether an official 
investigation Is necessary.

dent Brian Her, McLellan said 
that "all legal opinions we have 
sought say the results are 
binding.!' 

In McLella'n's opinion, the 
Free Chevron was represented 
adequately in the referendum 
since the questions Included 
the issue of reinstatement. An 
investigation Into the affair had 
been agreed to by both parties, 
he claimed, and the Federation 
therefore'felt it was not neces- 
sary to put it to question in the 
referendum. 

•Chevron staff have claimed 
the referendum was the product 
of former Federation President 
Shane Roberts, who was ousted 
from office himself by a petition 



of more than 2,000 signatures 
last December. Roberts was 
instrumental in the original 
closure of the paper, claiming 
then that the Chevron was being 
• taken overby a campus political 
group, the "Antl-lmperiallst Al- 
liance." Chevron staff have 
repeatedly asked the Federation 
to produce proof of such 
charges. 

McLellan termed background 
material which the Free Chevron 
had asked be included In the' ref- 
erendum's wording as "ludi- 
crous" and claimed the Federa- 
tion's lawyer had advised 
against including it. 

Neither Dogherty nor Han- 
nant, or any Free Chevron staff 
member could be reached for 
comment at press time.
